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We are presenting this specimen to indieate 
current work in the revival of types & ornaments 
from the wealth of material available here, much 
of which has descended from the fabulous XIXth 
century foundry of V & J Figgins. 


At the moment work is in progress on Antique 6, 
the only surviving heavy egyptian or antique 
type from the last century available in this 
country at the moment. The ‘mechanical’ XXth 
century slab serifs appear anemic & colourless 
by comparison.
